A collection  of  anything  naturally  reflects  the  personal  tastes  of  the  individual  who  forms 
it.  In  addition,  if  it  is  put  together  over  a period  of  years  it  will  probably  be  strongly  in- 
fluenced by  the  Collector’s  maturing  judgment  and.  increasing  “expertise”  gained  as  he 
becomes  familiar  with  the  material  in  his  field.

His  chosen 
area  of  specialization,  freeing  him  as  it  did  from  the  complexities  associated  with  rare  dates 
and  mintmarks,  permitted  a concentration  on  one  aspect  of  numismatics  for  which  he  had  a 
strong  affinity.  Mr.  Arnel  ivas  also  greatly  attracted  by  coins  in  prime  condition.  As  a result 
we  can  say  that  his  collectioii  is  probably  one  of  the  finest  type  sets  ever  offered  at  Public 
A action. 

While  it  is  difficult  to  make  distinctions  in  a collection  of  such  high  overall  quality  as 
this  one,  there  are  a few  highlights  which  can  be  mentioned.  The  1806  Cent,  1800  Half  Dime 
and  1798/7  Dime  with  16  Stars  are  perhaps  the  fine.st  known  specimens  of  these  denomina- 
tions. The  1796  Dime  and  Quarter  Dollar,  the  1795  and  1797  Half  Dollars,  and  the  1795 
Dollar  can  only  be  described  as  superb.  In  the  later  series,  the  first  and  second  “ Arroios” 
coinage  is  bound  to  contain  many  pieces  which  will  appeal  to  the  man  whose  standards  de- 
mand only  the  best.
